CONDENSED METEOROLOGICAL SUMMARY 
For September, I9I3. 


Prepared by CLARENCE J. ROOT, Section Director, SPRINGFIELD, ILL. 


The mean temperature was within 0.1° of the normal but the readings during most, of the first 
decade were unusually high. The monthly maximum was above 100° over most of the state and Septem- 
ber records were exceeded at about one-third of the stations. The highest temperature, 109°, occurred at 
Equality, Gallatin County, on the 3d. The coolest periods prevailed about the 22d and 27th. The lowest, 
reading was 29° at several stations in the extreme north. Frosts, killing in some sections, were general. 

The long and severe drought of the summer of 1913 in the central and southern districts was broken 
in nearly all counties on or before the 12th. Rains were quite general from the 15th to the 18th and on 
several succeeding days. The average departure for the state was —0.49 inch. The region of least monthly 
yainfall extends through the Illinois Valley; the heaviest totals appear in the southern counties. A heavy 
24 hour fall of 3.50 inches occurred at Hillsboro, Montgomery County, on the 8th—9th. Traces of snow fell 
at Astoria and Lincoln on the 20th. 

Thunderstorms were infrequent and there were no destructive storms. The following averages are for 
the state: Rainy days, 8; clear days, 15; partly cloudy days, 7; cloudy days, 8; prevailing wind direction, 
southeast. ;

CONDENSED METEOROLOGICAL SUMMARY 
For October, I91I3.

The mean temperature was 1.1° below the normal. The two halves of the month differed greatly 
in thermal conditions, the first half being almost continuously excessive but in the last half the readings 
were generally deficient. The highest temperature was 91° at Equality, Gallatin County, on the 7th; the 
lowest, 17° at Dakota, Stephenson County, and Lanark, Carroll County, on the 31st. Killing frosts were 
general throughout the state on the 31st. 

The precipitation ranged from less than two inches in the west-central part of the state to more than 
eight inches in Randolph County, where all previous October records were exceeded. Thestate average was 3.80 
inches; departure +1.53 inches. The amounts were well distributed through the month. The snowfall was 
unusual for the time of year. At 72 percent of the stations where measurable amounts were recorded the pre- 
vious October records were broken, and at a majority of them the total this year exceeded the combined 
amounts of all previous Octobers. 

The cloudiness was excessive, the sunshine deficient, and the number of rainy days, about twice the 
usual number in October. The following averages are for the state: Rainy days, 10; clear days, 13; partly 
cloudy days, 7; cloudy days, 11; prevailing wind direction, northwest.

The precipitation decreased steadily from a maximum of more than six inches in Clark and Effingham 
counties to less than two inches over northern Illinois, where the amounts were deficient at all stations. The

CONDENSED METEOROLOGICAL SUMMARY 
For December, I91I3.

Like November, the month was unusually warm, with the temperature almost continuously above nor- 
mal. The mean departure is 6.2°. The maximum readings were not exceptionally high and no zero weath- 
er prevailed. The highest temperature was 74° at Cobden, Union County, on the Ist; the lowest, 9° at 
Dakota, Stephenson County, on the 21st, and Lanark, Carroll County, on the 26th. 

The precipitation was deficient at practically all stations. Over much of the north and central portions 
of the state the totals are less than an inch and a few stations report the least of any December. The 
state average is 1.06 inches; departure, —1.08 inches, Precipitation was most general on the 1st and 6th and 
scattering through the period 20th to 26th. The least snowfall, a trace, occurred in Vermilion and some of 
the extreme northern counties and the greatest, ten inches, in Monroe and Randolph counties, but the state 
average was nearly normal. 

The wind movement was unusually light, the cloudiness excessive, the sunshine deficient over the lower 
half of the state, and there were no severe storms of any character. The following averages are for the state: 
Rainy days,6; clear days,11; partly cloudy days,4; cloudy days,16; prevailing wind direction, southwest.
